Pushing the frontiers of 
research in society and at this 
university summarizes UMass 
L : vs ell Chancellor Hogan’s 
remarks that began the Second 
Annual Student Research 
Symposium at Cobum Hall last 
Tuesday. Over 60 students 
exhibited their research to col¬ 
leagues, faculty, local high 
>chool students and other invited 
guests. 

Dr. Robert Gomache, a pro¬ 
fessor in the Environmental, 
Earth and Atmospheric Sciences 
Department and co-organizer of 
the event said, “This is a 
tremendous opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to make a presentation. 

For many of them it is the first 
time they have presented their 
material m front of others. The 
students have told us poster - pre- 
sentations are more gentle than 
standing in front of a large audi¬ 
ence. No matter what kind of 
job you get after graduating, you 
do have to talk in front of other 
people.” 

For Ken Pitts, a junior double 
major in psychology and biolo¬ 
gy. this was the second time he 
presented at the symposium. His

disease. Pitts was awarded a 
$2,000 grant to conduct the 
research which was spent on 
software needed for the project. 
Pitts’ advisor for this project is 
Dr. Arthur Waterson of the 
Chemistry Department. 


“Thi* helped rrre fet my own 

direction. I am doing the work 
on my own, going to the library, 
researching the background, try¬ 
ing to get a general picture of 
the area of my interest. We 
spend so much time sitting in 
the classroom listening to the 
teacher tell us things, memoriz¬ 
ing this or that. This is an oppor¬ 
tunity to really go out and find it 
yourself,” said Pitts. 


“Contact a faculty 
member who you con¬ 
nect with,” recom¬ 
mends Dr. Alyssa 
McCabe, a member of 
the psychology faculty 
and also a co-organiz¬ 
er the symposium. 

Students do not 
necessarily need to 
work with their regu¬ 
lar advisor. According 
to McCabe, some seed 
money for research 
projects is available. 

The symposium is 
sponsored by the 
Faculty-Student 
Collaborative 
Research Task Force 
of the Council on 
Teaching, Learning 
and Research as 
Scholarship. Although 
the program and seed 
money for research is 
targeted toward under¬ 
graduate research, 
about half of the 
research presented at 
the symposium was 
generated by graduate students. 
All student presenters were 
given a gift certificate to the 
UMass Lowell Bookstore. 

“I am impressed with the 
quality of student work and their 
presentations,” applauded Dr. 
Steven Pennell of the 
Mathematics Department, who 
organized the symposium along 
with Gomache and McCabe.

A winning vote may not be 
enough to keep MASSPIRG 
staff on campus this year. Dean 
of Students Ellen Duggan 
banned Campus Organizer 
Bruce Speight and all non- 
UMass Lowell MASSPIRG 
members and staff from campus 
on Monday, Apr. 5. 

In a letter to Kristen Kerouac, 
President of the UMass Lowell 
MASSPIRG chapter. Dean 
Duggan stated that Speight, a 
MASSPIRG staff member 
assigned to UMass Lowell and 
Middlesex Community College 
Lowell Campus, had not 
adhered to the restrictions 
placed upon him. Specifically 
she said, “He recently appeared 
before SGA in support of the 
referendum requesting an 
increase in MASSPIRG [sic] 
fees...Bruce is now effectively 
running a student club, using the 
office and phone free of charge 
and giving the University com¬ 
munity the perception that he is 
the person in charge.” 

D. J. Deeb, Student 
Government Association (SGA) 
President responded that he was 
unaware of any restrictions on 
Speight. “I have no problem 
with people speaking at meet¬ 
ings as long as the topic is

body. We’ve had other people in 
Bruce’s position speak, and 
there’s never been a problem. 

We run our meetings per the 
Massachusetts Open Meeting 
Law. There are really two issues 
here, who can speak at meet¬ 
ings, and who should represent 
the organization.” 

Deeb also mentioned that 
many other non-students and 
some non-employees had spo¬ 
ken at SGA meetings in the past 
year. 

Dean Duggan said that 
MASSPIRG staff members 
should only be a resource to the 
campus chapter. “They are not 
to present themselves as stu¬ 
dents. They are not to write arti¬ 
cles in the Connector. They are 
not to make presentations before 
the student government. That’s 
why the students vote for a pres¬ 
ident of the MASSPIRG club 
here on campus...the other peo¬ 
ple are meant to be a resource. 
They should be showing these 
people how to organize, how to 
run a good operation on campus, 
how to delegate, how to handle 
or manage a project. Not to do 
those things. And unfortunately 
year after year after year, 
regardless of how often I tell 
them what their role here on 
campus is, and what it isn’t, 
they just do it.”

Earth Week is a time of cele¬ 
bration, action and education 
around environmental issues. In 
addition, it is a time of commu¬ 
nity involvement and service. 
This is an opportunity for the 
citizens and students of Lowell 
and the nation to remember our 
deep connection to the environ¬ 
ment.

Kerouac 
added, “Sometimes it will be 
necessary for the staff member 
to speak, particularly at the 
beginning of the semester when 
we are trying to get things orga¬ 
nized.”

MASSPIRG 
staffers Speight and Christine 
Lindstrom maintained a low 
profile on campus to monitor 
the reaffirmation drive balloting 
on Tuesday and Wednesday.

Every spring, the Office of 
Admissions and the Deans of 
Arts and Sciences offer accept¬ 
ed students a chance to see what 
UMass has to offer. This year’s 
Open House, on Apr. 11 in 
Durgin and Cobum Halls, was a 
marginal success. 

Dean Nancy Kleniewski of 
Fine Arts, Humanities and 
Social Sciences said, “The Open 
House is a good opportunity for 
us to show off the assets of the 
campus and make the idea of 
UMass Lowell a reality for 
prospective students. I’m partic¬ 
ularly glad that so many faculty 
and students make themselves 
available to talk to potential stu¬ 
dents and their parents.” 

A student panel of current 
UMass students moderated by 
Dean Kleniewski allowed 
prospective students and their 
parents to ask questions about 
college life, both academic and 
social. The panel consisted of 
Psychology major Kacie 
Berube, Criminal Justice majors 
Shaun Lake and Kristel Estores, 
Philosophy/Communications 
major Katherine Collins, and 
English major Katie Hennessy. 


Most questions came from 
parents who wondered about the 
ratio of minority students on 
campus. Parents and potential 
students also were interested in 
campus athletics and the newly 
formed Communications major. 

Each department presented to 
parents and students informa¬ 
tion about their major. In addi¬ 
tion, prospective students and 
their parents could attend ses¬ 
sions coordinated by the offices 
of Financial Aid, Residence 
Life, Student Services and the 
Honors Program. 

The admissions office esti¬ 
mates that 231 people attended 
the Open House on South 
Campus, 77 of them potential 
incoming freshmen and transfer 
students. They expected over 
400. Merely 40 accepted stu¬ 
dents attended the concurrent 
Open House on North Campus. 
Next year, according to admis¬ 
sions, the event may be on a 
lower scale with both campuses 
combined. 

Maureen Eddins, mother of 
an incoming Psychology major 
said the Open House was 
“exceptional and informative.” 
A potential Criminal Justice 
major remarked on the “good 
food.”

The Syrian group won 
Outstanding Delegation, the 
highest honor that the MAL 
bestows on a school. Several 
individual UML students were 
recognized for their achieve¬ 
ment.

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Reason for Kosovo bombing

Why is it that I see daily 
pictures of burning villages, 
refugees, and massacre vic¬ 
tims in Kosovo and no pic¬ 
tures at all of Kurdish victims 
of far worse atrocities in 
Turkey? There are hundreds 
of thousands of Kurdish 
refugees. Their villages have 
been bombed and strafed by 
Turkish helicopters and jets, 
supplied by the United 
States. Why are the Albanian 
separatists' treated as free¬ 
dom fighters in the U.S. 
media, while the Kurdish 
guerrillas are called terror¬ 
ists? Why is an independent 
Kosovo Deemed good and an 
independent Kurdistan bad? 


The media coverage 
reminds me of the situation 
MIT professor Noam 
Chomsky describes in his 
book. Manufacturing Consent. 
Chomsky points out that 
extensive coverage was given 
to enemy atrocities in 
Cambodia, while simultane¬ 
ously there was a near com¬ 
plete blackout of coverage of 
U.S. supported atrocities in 
East Timor. 

There is a logical explana¬ 
tion for the fact that a super¬ 
power like the United States 
is willing to use its Air Force 
in support of a guerrilla 
army. After the Soviet Union 
and most of Eastern Europe 
went capitalist, only one 
socialist state remained, 
Yugoslavia. Therefore, the 


breakup of Yugoslavia was 
very important to the United 
States and other capitalist 
countries. 

The Kurdish guerrillas are 
leftist in political orientation. 
The last thing the United 
States would want to see in 
the oil-rich Middle East 
would be a socialist 
Kurdistan. 

The prime motivating fac¬ 
tor of U.S. foreign policy is 
the preservation of capitalism 
and enhancement of corpo¬ 
rate power and profits. The 
tender concern expressed by 
government officials and the 
media for refugees and vic¬ 
tims of atrocities is for public 
consumption only.

Life is Beautiful is a story 
about the power of love and 
imagination set against harsh 
Nazi rule during World War II.

In his well-deserved Academy 
Award winning performance, 
Roberto Begnini stars as Guido, 
a spirited and childlike individ¬ 
ual who dreams of one day 
owning a bookstore. The year is 
1939, and, along with his friend 
Ferruccio, Guido seeks fortune 
and romance, ignoring the anti- 
Semitic Nazi government rule. 
Guido falls in love with a beau¬ 
tiful school teacher, Dora 
(Nicoletta Braschi), and their 
fairy tale 16ve story begins. 

The most wonderful screen¬ 


stealing parts of the film are 
between Guido and his young 
son Joshua (Giorgio Cantarini) 
inside a Nazi concentration 
camp. 

The scenes' light comedy is 
reminiscent of Charlie Chaplin's 
superb classic The Great 
Dictator . Life offers a delight¬ 
fully satiric look at Nazi control 
during the war. There are many 
memorable moments that relate 
to Chaplin films throughout the 
picture.

The Star Wars: Episode 1 pre¬ 
miere dates are here.

The price 
does include a post-screening 
party. 

In Boston and all other cho¬ 
sen cities, the film will be 
shown on May 16 as a charity 
event. The Boston charity is the 
Joey Fund. The Fund, estab¬ 
lished in 1986 in memory of 
Joey O’Donnell, works with the 
Cystic Fibrosis Foundation to 
supply financial support for CF 
children and research. Those 
interested in attending and gen¬ 
erous enough please call the 
Joey Fund at (508) 655-6000 
for more information. 

In the spirit of the charity* 
event, a group of wild fans is 
already standing in line to get 
tickets to die much anticipated 
film. But, they are all there for a 
good cause. The people in line 
have inspired sponsors to 
pledge money to the Starlight 
Foundation. 

The longer a fan stays in line, 
the more money goes to the 
charity. The event will happen 
at the Mann's Chinese Theater 
in Hollywood, where the first 
Star Wars opened in 1977. 

On the business side, 20th 
Centuryi Fox plans to enforce 
strict rules for theaters that are 
going to show the film. Fox has 
warned theaters that if they 
break any of the rules, they may 
be penalized. 


A few of the major conditions 
are— 1. The movie must run for 
at least a minimum of eight or 
12 weeks, depending on its mar¬ 
ket. 2. It must run in the largest 
auditorium and can’t be moved 
to a smaller room until the min¬ 
imum run is over. 3. If the film 
is being shown in two or three 
theaters on opening night, it 
must stay in those theaters until 
the minimum run is over. The 
conditions may be a little eccen¬ 
tric, but no theater owners are 
going to mess with George 
Lucas and the biggest money 
movie of the summer. 

Also, the May issue of 
Premiere magazine is a treat for 
Star Wars fans. For the first 
time in history. Premiere is ded¬ 
icating an entire issue to one 
film. The Premiere special 
explores several aspects of Star 
Wars: Episode I, and was print¬ 
ed with four different covers. 
The magazine includes inter¬ 
views with actors Ewan 
McGregor, Natalie Portman, 

Jake Lloyd and Liam Neeson, 
behind-the-scenes photos, and a 
special interview with George 
Lucas that covers a lot of 
ground, from Lucas’ career to 
the many rumors that have 
arisen about Episode /. This 
issue of Premiere is available 
now. 

The remaining question to be 
answered is which theaters in 
Massachusetts will get shut out 
of playing the movie for not 
being able to follow the rules. 
Let’s hope our theaters are good 
enough for the tremendous Star 
Wars event less than a month 
away.

Journeys of faith part III 


“...be the best person they can 
be...intolerance is no way to 
live.” She feels that those who 
have nothing spiritually get lost. 

Getting lost in a world that 
does not acknowledge your reli¬ 
gion as legitimate is easy to do. 
She says that sometimes people 
make fun of her and that her 
parents don’t want to know 
about her faith. With these 
types of challenges it would be 
easy to give up and convert to a 
mainstream religion but she 
stands firm. Her religion is just 
as important to her as anyone 
else’s. 

Another important aspect of 
her is her vegan lifestyle. A 
vegan is someone who does not 
eat or use any animal products 
or anything manufactured using 
animal products. It is through 
this lifestyle that she creates a 
balance spiritually. This conti¬ 
nuity in her life allows her to 
avoid conflict. 

Conflict is easily avoidable 


It is not about black cats and 
broomsticks. It is not a cult. 

They are not evil. It is about 
religious freedom. It is about 
practicing your religion and not 
being labeled a freak. They are 
a group who still battles stereo¬ 
types and prejudices. It is the 
Wiccan religion and the faith 
journey of one of its devotees 

Wicca is a pagan religion that 
celebrates the life cycles of the 
moon. The woman who is fol¬ 
lowing this religion believes in 
its traditions and practices. She 
came to this religion after first 
rejecting the religion in w'hich 
she was raised. She was raised 
Catholic and didn't feel connect¬ 
ed to that faith. She saw Wicca 
as an alternative. She came to 
the religion through reading 
about its practices and partici¬ 
pants Tt has been a process of 
growth and discovery. 

She discovered in her early 
twenties that she was blindly 
following the Catholic religion. 
She was not questioning any of 
its teachings despite the fact that 
they made no sense to her. She 
feels her faith has matured great¬ 
ly in the past three years because 
she has a greater commitment to 
what she does now. She is con¬ 
nected with the teachings and 
rituals that are part of her reli¬ 
gion. 

This connection extends to her 
daily life in that she feels a 
strong bond with nature. She is 
intensely aware of what is going 
on around her, especially with 
moon cycles. She makes the 
connection that cycles affect 
people differently and this 
makes it easier to understand 
peoples actions during these 
times. She is also thankful on a 
daily basis to different gods. 

She is aware of the life that sur¬ 
rounds her. 

It is because of this height¬ 
ened awareness that she is tuned 
in to what is happening within 
her life. She says she pays more 
attention to “gut reactions” oth¬ 
ers might ignore. She tells the 
story of her aunt that died on a 
Thursday. The Wednesday 
before she had an overwhelming 
feeling that something bad was 
going to happen.

She asked 
them if they prayed. The 
answer was yes. She asked 
them why they prayed. The 
answer was, to ask for some¬ 
thing.

For students traveling abroad 


US Department of State 


As the time approaches for 
summer break, many college 
students are getting ready for 
that much anticipated trip 
abroad. Most will have a safe 
and enjoyable adventure, but for 
some, the trip will become a 
nightmare. Most ruined vaca¬ 
tions are caused by one or more 
of the following: drugs, alcohol 
and disorderly conduct. 

Each year, more than 2,500 
American citizens are arrested 
abroad-about half on drug-relat¬ 
ed charges, including possession 
of very small amounts of these 
substances. A drug that may be 
legal in one country may not be 
legal in a neighboring nation. 
Some young people are victim¬ 
ized, because they are unaware 
of the laws, customs, or stan¬ 
dards of the country they are 


visiting. 

Besides drugs, alcohol can get 
U.S. citizens in trouble abroad. 
Many have been arrested for 
being intoxicated in public 
areas, and for drunk driving. 
Some young Americans go 
abroad assuming that local 
authorities will overlook such 
conduct. Many believe that they 
are immune from prosecution in 
foreign lands because they are 
American citizens. The truth is 
that Americans are expected to 
obey all laws, and those who 
break foreign laws sometimes 
face severe penalties. 

Disorderly or reckless behav¬ 
ior is also to be avoided. In 
many countries, conduct that 
would not result in an arrest 
here in the U.S. constitutes a 
violation of local law. It is cru¬ 
cial that young Americans be 
aware of this risk as they are 
enjoying their time abroad. 


Being arrested is not the only 
thing that can happen on a for¬ 
eign vacation. Young Americans 
have been killed in automobile 
accidents, drownings, and falls 
because of heavy drinking and 
drug use. Sadly, other have been 
raped or robbed because they 
have found themselves in unfa¬ 
miliar locales and incapable of 
exercising prudent judgment. 

Remember: Reckless behavior 
while in another country can do 
more harm that ruin your vaca¬ 
tion; it can land you in a foreign 
jail or worse! To have a safe 
trip, avoid risky behavior and 
become familiar with the basic 
laws and customs of the country 
you plan to visit before you 
travel.
